President Johnson, while not 


openly acknowledging it as a 
campaign speech, took sharp 
issue with Republican nominee 
Barry Goldwater on the ques- 
tion of nuclear weapons control 
m a Labor Day address in 
Detroit Monday. 


In nearby Indiana and Ohio 
JT vice presidential nominees, 


publican Rep. William E. 


Miller of *C«*f York and Demo- 
cratic Sen. Hubert 
H. Hum- 


phrey of Minnesota touched, 
respectively, on taxes and civil 
rights among other things. 


Goldwater didn't mix into the 
scrap but from the Arizona 
senator's camp came word that 
he will outline tonight a plan for 
reducing taxes by 5 per cent a 
gyear for five years if he is 


elected in November. 


Goldwater, 
who rested 
in 


Phoenix Monday, opens his first 
major campaign swing in San 
Diego, Calif., today. Johnson, 
Humphrey and Miller all re- 
turned to Washington. 
"iJohnson spoke at an AFL-CIO- 
sponsored Labor Day rally in 
Detroit's Cadillac Square, the 
place where Democratic candi- 
•dates have begun their cam- 
paigns since 1948. 


The President didn't once use 


the word Democrat. Much of his 
speecjj "ityelt on such topics as 
national'Unity, peace and pros- 
perity. But there was little 
doubt he was aiming shafts at 
Goldwater when he moved to 
the subject of nuclear weapons 
control.

from foreign competition.

Death Toll 
Passes 500

Deaths on the nation's high- 


ways and streets over the long 
Labor Day weekend rose past 
the 500 mark today, but'the Na- 
tional Safety Council said the 
number of fatalities would not 
approach record figures. 


At the latest count, traffic fa- 


talities across the United States 
numbered 523. Eighteen per- 
sons were killed in boating ac- 
cidents and 57 others drowned. 


Howard Pyle, president of the 


safety council, credited cautious 
driving on the part of home- 
ward - bound motorists with 
keeping the death toll behind 
last year's record of 557 lives. 
Throughout most Of the 78-hour 
weekend, the number.of deaths 
had kept pace with the record 
setting 1963 figures. 


Early Sunday evening 'the 


number of deaths reached 450 
and safety council spokesmen 
expressed fear that a new 
record would be set as motorists 
clogged highways on the way 
home.

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Goldwater Raps Domestic/ 
Foreign Policy, LBJ Takes 
Issue on Nuclear Weapons

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - Sen. 
arry Goldwater launched his 


first presidential campaign tout 
today by charging that the 
Johnson administration "in ef- 
fect promises to regiment our 
people at home and has demon- 
strated that it will wreck our 
alliances abroad." 


A 25 per cent, five-year tax 


cut proposal in his pocket, the 
Republican presidential nomi- 
nee set out from Phoenix on a 
campaign 
journey that 
will 


cover 11 cities in seven states. 


San Diego is his first stop. 
In a speech at Los Angeles 


tonight, Goldwater will spell out 
the details of his tax cut pro- 
gram—already sketched by a 
topaide. 


The Arizona senator envisions 


a five per cent annual reduction 
in both individual and corporate 
income taxes, linked with a 
drive to reduce or at least hold 
the line on federal expenditures. 


He believes it can be financed 


out of increased tax revenues 
producd by economic expan- 
sion—and that at the same time, 
a 
Republican 
administration 


could balance the budget and 
make, payments against the 
national debt;' 


Goldwater's 
tour 
opening 


statement said Johnson "lists 
prosperity, justice and peace as 
the;three parts of his pledge to 
the American people. But not 
freedom." 


;The President, in a Labor Day 


speech at Detroit, talked of 
"three of the goals' which are 
the basis of unity—the goals of 
prosperity, justice and peace." 


"He should know," Goldwater

age. 


The national yield per acre 


was projected at 511 pounds 
compared with 516 last year and 
454 for the five-year average. 


Last year Arkansas produced 


1,496,000 bales. The 1958-62 aver- 
age was 1,342,000 bales.

They noted that such was not 


the case for political campaign 
commercials or any issue in- 
volving the electorate—such as 
an impending referendum. 


The AMA has hired Fuller & 


Smith & Ross, Inc., New York 
advertising agency, for the tele- 
vision phase of its campaign 
which also would utilize news- 
papers and radio. 


Arthur E. Duram, an execu- 


tive of the agency, said the 
AMA probably will attempt to 
place the proposed television 
advertising on local stations in 
"20 or 30" major cities. 


Duram said he was not sur- 


prised at the networks' refusal 
to carry the one-minute an- 
nouncements, but he believed 
individual stations would accept 
them. 


There was no immediate com 


ment from the AMA.

said Faubus had been making 
promises for new roads and 
hard surfaced roads in some 
areas. 


"Who is he to promise these 


things?" Rockefeller questioned. 
"If he can promise highways 
then the content of the Mack- 
Blackwell Amendment is inval- 
id. Highways should not be a 
political tool." 


The Mack-Blackwell Amend- 


ment was passed to take the 
state Highway Department out 
of politics. 


Rockefeller criticized Faubus 


for finding $2 million during an 
election year to increase pay for 
teachers and questioned where 
the governor would get $17 mil- 
lion dollars necessary to support 
a future pay raise of from $1,000 
to $1,500 which Faubus has pro- 
posed. 


Rockefeller said his organiza- 


tion has been training people to 
help hold honest elections and 
said there would be poll watch- 
ers in every precinct in ths 
state during the general elec- 
tion.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) -Hurri- 


cane Dora, a monster packing 
winds of 125 miles an 
hour,

WASHNGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Barry Goldwater's speech' for- 
mally opening hfs presidential' 
bidv contained7 no surprises but 
was rather a kind of foundation 
for what he can say later in the 
campaign.

This speech Thursday was a 


roundup of positions he has stat- 
ed before. For this reason, be-- 
cause it touched so many bases; 
it was short on details. If he 
doesn't go into details later, the 
Democrats wilt probably chal- 
lenge him to. 


Goldwater has been accused 


of shooting from the hip and 
once admitted this may be so. 
Thursday he bore down hard on 
his peaceful intentions, called 
the Republicans the "peace par- 
ty," and made peace a steady 
theme in his talk.

British May 
Take Religion 
Out of School

LONDON (AP) - A move to 


take religious teaching out of 
Britain's 
schools 
has 
some 


Church of England people wor- 
ried. They feel many parents 
just can't be trusted to see that 
their children are taught reli- 
gion at all. 


The teaching of scripture and 


a daily act of worship is com- 
pulsory in both state and pri- 
vate schools under the Educa- 
tion Act of 1944. Each child 
must have a minimum of one 
period of religious 
instruction 


each week. And, because the 
Church of England is the state- 
established church, the teaching 
usually conforms with Anglican 
theology except in cases such as 
Roman Catholic schools. 


While Britain's expensive and 


exclusive private schools long 
have had staff clergy to act as 
chaplains and teach religion, 
most state schools keep the 
scripture period to the strict 
minimum; others just ignore it.

has described it — is a formali-

Today my 10 ynar old son started another round of schooling. At 8:00 this 
morning he swaggered our the front door with the world in his pocket His 
well wo-n ball cap was set at a cocky angle.

What do you think was on his 
mind? ' See you, Mom/' he called, "Hope I get to bat before the bell rings." 
Then he disappeared around the corner. My words of caution, "Watch out 
f< r cars", barely caught up with him. 


For 10 years his father and I have guarded his safety as best we could. When 
he started crawling, I put safety devices on the electrical outlets. When he 
v/alked, up went scissors,, pointed objects and all items poisonous if taken in- 
ternally To insure safe summer play for him in his early years, we built a 
poor but adequate fence around the backyard.

— With dogs as companions, 245 
delinquent boys hike and fish 
and learn friendship, love and 
loyalty while turning to a new 
life at a 900-acre Roman Catho- 
lic protectory. 


The boys are between 11 and 
5 years old. Many come from 
roken homes. Up to now their 
ife included robbery, stealing 
ars, assault and picking pock- 
•ts, 
When they enter Lincoln Hall 
n a rural setting 
iVestchester County 
not far from the crowded streets 
of New York, the boys are re- 
bellious, suspicious and bewil- 
dered. 


"The 
dogs are a bridge to a 


new life," 
explained Brother 


hristian, director of the 101- 
/ear-old institution operated by 
he 
Brothers of the Christian 


Schools. 


The 36 dogs of all sizes and 


breeds are used to help the way- 
ward boys relax and gain confi- 
dence. 


"Wherever the kids go the 


dogs go — except in the dining 
room," said Brother Amator 
Michael. "We try to keep the 
dogs out of the classrooms but 
don't always succeed. 


One problem is that some of 


the kids won't eat meat some- 
times, so that they can take it to 
the pets." 


One of the youngsters is Tony, 


14, whose parents are on relief 
in the Bronx. He was committed 
to Lincoln Hall in 1961 for as- 
sault and larceny. He was re- 
leased but returned in 1963 for 
picking pockets and shoplifting.
